INJUNCTIONS BY LAW AND BY

Sour Lake has a little excitement 
out of the ordinary during the past 
week. The attempt of the Spindletop 
Power Company to lay a pipe line and 
air line from its compressed air plant 
on the Parsons tract across the Texas 
Company's property to the Shoestring 
district has led to the suing out of in- 
junctions and counter injunctions un-
